The  1972  decision  of  the  Public  Ser- 
vice Company  of  New  Hampshire  to 
build  twin  nuclear  reactors  in  a  salt 
marsh  in  Seabrook,  New  Hampshire, 
set  off  a  prolonged,  expensive,  and 
bitter  battle,  from  which  few  emerged 
with  honor  and  none  with  victory. 
This  book  provides  a  lucid  and  de- 
tailed account  of  that  struggle.  In  an 
evenhanded  but  critical  way,  Henry  F. 
Bedford  describes  the  effort  to  con- 
struct, license,  and  operate  the  Sea- 
brook nuclear  plant.  At  the  same 
time,  he  puts  that  effort  in  the  context 
of  larger  issues  surrounding  the  na- 
tion's troubled  nuclear  policy. 

The  story  Bedford  tells  is  in  some 
respects  one  of  unrelieved  incompe- 
tence. Seabrook  managers  performed 
ineptly  almost  every  task;  govern- 
ment could  not  achieve  prompt  or 
persuasive  resolution  of  disputes;  op- 


ponents failed  to  prevent  results  they 
predicted  would  be  disastrous. 

Seabrook  Station  is  also  a  story 
about  power — not  just  nuclear 
power,  but  political  power  as  well: 
the  power  derived  from  status  and  ac- 
cess and  information  and  money.  At 
the  heart  of  the  controversy  is  the  li- 
censing and  regulatory  process,  which 
gives  every  advantage  to  those  with 
the  deepest  pockets  and  the  most  in- 
formation. Time  and  again,  citizens 
discovered  that  problems  that  ought 
to  have  been  amenable  to  ordinary 
intelligence  and  local  rules  were  in 
fact  obfuscated  in  a  bureaucratic 
maze  that  denied  easy  resolution  of 
even  the  simplest  matter. 

But  opponents  were  not  deterred. 
They  pressed  their  case  through 
nearly  two  decades,  during  which 
their  command  of  detail,  their  legal 
sophistication,  their  numbers,  and 
their  political  leverage  grew.  Many 
who  fought  the  plant  believed  fer- 
vently that  individuals  could  make  a 
difference.  Those  who  built  it  relied 
on  systems:  management  systems, 
quality-assurance  systems,  alarm  sys- 


tems. This  clash  of  perspectives  per- 
sists through  the  entire  struggle.

Managing  Lives 
Corporate  Women  and  Social 
Change 

Sue  J.  M.  Freeman 


Much  has  been  written  lately  about 
women  in  the  workplace,  the  pur- 
ported differences  between  female 
and  male  psychology,  and  even  the 
notion  of  a  separate  lower-paid,  low- 
pressure  "Mommy  Track"  in  corpo- 
rations. But  what  have  been  the  ac- 
tual experiences  of  women  in  the 
business  world,  pursuing  careers  for- 
merly filled  by  men?  How  have 
women  viewed  their  personal  and 
professional  development?  And  what 
do  their  stories  reveal  about  the  pos- 
sibilities for  women  managers  in  the 
United  States  in  the  1990s? 

This  book  addresses  these  issues. 
Making  extensive  use  of  interviews, 
Sue  J.  M.  Freeman  interweaves  testi- 
mony from  forty  women  in  manage- 
ment positions  who  speak  candidly 
about  their  lives,  the  challenges  of 
their  careers,  and  their  changing  con- 
ceptions of  themselves.  The  women 
range  in  age  from  their  early  twenties 
to  their  late  fifties  and  come  from  di- 
verse ethnic  and  class  backgrounds. 
What  they  share  is  a  commitment  to 
their  career  and  a  desire  to  reconcile 
personal  and  professional  goals. 

Examining  both  individual  change 
and  corporate  adaptation,  Freeman 
argues  that  the  scarcity  of  women  in 
top  executive  positions  is  due  not  to 
women's  contrary  psychological 
needs  or  personal  shortcomings,  but 
rather  to  structural  obstacles  and  per- 
sistent, subtle  discrimination.  The 
policies  and  practices  of  most  corpo- 
rate organizations  still  assume  the 
presence  of  a  full-time  wife  at  home 


tending  to  the  domestic  needs  of  the 
male  employee. 

Freeman  gives  us  an  intimate  view 
of  the  experiences  and  personal 
choices  of  women  managers.  At  the 
same  time,  she  makes  an  original  con- 
tribution to  the  study  of  female  psy- 
chological development,  the  nature 
of  corporations,  and  the  ramifications 
of  social  change.

"We  were  all  poor  people.  We  had  no 
money  in  the  bank.  We  were  living 
from  hand-to-mouth.  ...  I  started  at 
the  mill  when  I  was  fifteen.  We  had 
no  choice."  So  recalls  Mabel  De- 
lehanty  Mangan,  one  of  thirty-four 
former  textile  workers  whose  memo- 
ries of  life  and  work  in  the  Lowell 
mills  are  recounted  in  this  book. 
Many  of  these  workers  were  the 
daughters  and  sons  of  Irish  and 
French  Canadian  immigrants;  others 
had  sailed  across  the  Atlantic  from 
various  countries  in  eastern  and 
southern  Europe.  With  a  mixture  of 
pride  in  what  they  achieved  and  bit- 
terness at  what  they  were  denied, 
they  talk  about  the  jobs  they  per- 
formed, the  families  they  raised,  and 
the  vital  ethnic  communities  they  cre- 
ated. Together  their  stories  provide  an 
intimate  look  at  a  New  England  city 
in  the  throes  of  industrial  decline. 

In  a  series  of  essays  and  introduc- 
tory headnotes,  Mary  H.  Blewett  of- 
fers an  analytical  framework  for 
interpreting  the  testimony  of  this  last 
generation  of  Lowell  mill  hands.  In 
addition  to  discussing  the  history  of 
textile  industrialization  in  Lowell  and 
the  technical  aspects  of  the  textile 
production  process,  from  carding  and 
spinning  to  slashing  and  fixing,  she 
closely  examines  the  different  percep- 
tions and  experiences  of  male  and  fe- 
male workers.  Yet  for  the  most  part, 
Blewett  allows  the  workers  to  speak 
for  themselves,  to  tell  us  with  their 
own  voices  and  in  their  own  words 


about  the  triumphs  and  tragedies  of 
their  lives. 

Illustrated  with  many  photographs, 
The  Last  Generation  is  being  pub- 
lished in  conjunction  with  the  open- 
ing of  a  major  exhibit  on  textile 
industrialization  at  the  refurbished 
Boott  Mills  in  the  Lowell  National 
Historical  Park.

Alan  Bold 


In  this  first  critical  biography  of 
Hugh  MacDiarmid,  Alan  Bold  ex- 
plores the  life  and  work  of  a  great 
poet.  During  his  long  life  (1892.— 
1978),  MacDiarmid  revitalized  the 
Scots  language  and  in  A  Drunk  Man 
Looks  at  the  Thistle  produced  one  of 
the  masterpieces  of  world  poetry.  He 
also  wrote  delicate  lyrics  in  Scots, 
powerful  political  poems  in  English, 
and  worked  on  an  epic  sequence, 
Cornish  Heroic  Song  for  Valda 
Trevlyn. 

MacDiarmid  served  in  Salonika 
during  the  First  World  War  and 
worked  in  a  Glasgow  factory  in  the 
Second  World  War.  He  cofounded  the 
National  party  of  Scotland,  which 
subsequently  expelled  him  for  his 
communism;  but  then  the  Commu- 
nist party  also  found  him  a  difficult 
man  to  contain  and  likewise  expelled 
him  on  two  occasions.  He  stood  sev- 
eral times  for  Parliament  as  a  Scottish 
Nationalist  and  as  a  Communist. 

Drawing  on  unpublished  and  un- 
collected material  as  well  as  on  Mac- 
Diarmid's  published  work,  Bold 
shows  us  a  gifted,  protean  man  full  of 
complexities  and  contradictions. 
MacDiarmid  was  at  once  convivial 
and  argumentative,  kind-hearted  and 
aggressive,  flexible  and  tenacious, 
erudite  and  pugnacious.  Fascinated 
but  not  blinded  by  MacDiarmid's  ex- 
ceptional literary  gifts  and  forceful 
character,  Bold  has  written  a  pen- 
etrating and  balanced  study  of  a  man 
who,  in  the  face  of  great  odds,  carved 
for  himself  a  unique  place  in 
twentieth-century  literature.

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The  Exemplary 
Presidency 

Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  and  the 
American  Political  Tradition 
Philip  Abbott 

The  American  presidency  has  fasci- 
nated and  confounded  scholars  for 
over  two  hundred  years.  Is  the  institu- 
tion redefined  by  each  new  occupant, 
or  is  the  presidency  merely  a  cog  in 
the  constitutional  machine  created  in 
1787?  Philip  Abbott  argues  that  the 
presidency  can  best  be  viewed  as  an 
institution  framed  by  the  patterns  of 
American  political  thought  and  cul- 
ture. Presidents  govern  most  effec- 
tively when  they  are  able  to  intuit  and 
interpret  basic  predispositions  in  our 
political  culture  as  epitomized  by  the 
policies  and  leadership  of  past  presi- 
dents. The  presidency,  then,  is  for  Ab- 
bott an  "exemplary"  institution  from 
which  occupants  attempt  to  "read" 
and  then  shape  political  culture 
through  the  imaginative  and  selective 
adaptation  of  the  thought,  policies, 
and  leadership  styles  of  past  leaders. 

Abbott  identifies  four  of  the  most 
powerful  exemplars  in  American 
history — George  Washington, 
Thomas  Jefferson,  Andrew  Jackson, 
and  Abraham  Lincoln — and  tests  his 
theory  through  an  examination  of  the 
presidency  of  Franklin  Delano 
Roosevelt.  Contrary  to  common  in- 
terpretations of  FDR  as  a  crassly  op- 
portunistic politician,  Abbott's  argu- 
ment is  that  Roosevelt  relied  more  on 
his  predecessors,  and  did  so  more 
successfully  and  imaginatively,  than 
any  other  president.  He  traces  FDR's 
careful  selection  of  exemplars  at  vari- 
ous points  in  his  presidency  and 
shows  how  each  man  informed  public 


policy.  Finally,  Abbott  assesses  the 
Roosevelt  legacy  as  an  exemplar  itself 
and  shows  how  post- World  War  II 
presidents  have  engaged  in  their  own 
exemplary  activity.

The  1972  Decree  against 
Radicals  and  Its 
Consequences 
Gerard  Braunthal 


In  the  history  of  the  Federal  Republic 
of  Germany,  few  government  actions 
have  created  controversy  as  emo- 
tional, polemical,  and  long  lasting  as 
the  Ministerial  Decree  of  1972  con- 
cerning "radicals"  employed  in  public 
service.  Aimed  primarily  at  Commu- 
nists, the  decree  prohibited  from  civil 
service  posts  anyone  whose  loyalty  to 
the  State  was  in  serious  question.  En- 
actment of  the  measure  led  to  a  mas- 
sive loyalty  check  of  3.5  million 
individuals,  the  rejection  of  2,250  ap- 
plicants for  political  reasons,  disci- 
plinary proceedings  against  2,000 
public  servants,  and  dismissal  of  256. 
It  also  spawned  international  protests 
and  legal  actions  that  continue  even 
today. 

This  book  is  the  first  comprehen- 
sive study  of  the  1972  decree.  It  is 
based  on  voluminous  German  archi- 
val sources  and  on  interviews  with 
political  leaders,  journalists,  academi- 
cians, and  individuals  who  were  di- 
rectly affected.  Gerard  Braunthal 
examines  the  causes  and  context  of 
the  decree,  as  well  as  its  conse- 
quences. Although  sharply  critical  of 
the  measure,  he  has  sought  to  offer  a 
balanced  assessment  of  its  impact, 
presenting  the  views  of  both  support- 
ers and  opponents. 

In  a  larger  sense,  the  book  explores 
a  central  question  of  democratic  the- 


ory: Where  should  the  line  be  drawn 
between  the  security  of  the  state  and 
the  protection  of  individual  rights?

This  collection  demon- 
strates the  importance  of  these 
writers  to  the  literary  world  and  seeks 
to  bring  them  the  critical  attention 
they  deserve.  Twelve  scholars  and  lit- 
erary critics  examine  some  of  the  best 
prose  produced  in  recent  years  by 
Italian  women  in  a  variety  of  genres, 
including  fiction,  journalism,  and  bi- 
ography. 

Among  the  writers  discussed  are 
Anna  Banti,  Camilla  Cederna,  Fausta 
Cialente,  Oriana  Fallaci,  Natalia 
Ginzburg,  Armanda  Guiducci,  Gina 
Lagorio,  Gianna  Manzini,  Dacia 
Maraini,  Elsa  Morante,  Lalla  Ro- 
mano, and  Francesca  Sanvitale. 

The  topics  they  address  range  from 
love,  disillusionment,  friendship,  and 
family  life  to  artistic  vision  and  the 
journalistic  novel,  to  political  activ- 
ism, the  condition  of  women  in  Italy, 
and  the  impact  of  feminism  on  Italian 
culture.  Although  some  of  the  writers 


discussed  describe  themselves  as  femi- 
nists, others  do  not.  Similarly,  the 
contributors  to  the  volume  represent 
a  spectrum  of  critical  and  political 
perspectives.  What  emerges  is  a  series 
of  portraits  that  reflect  the  variety, 
dynamism,  and  creativity  of  women 
writers  in  modern-day  Italy.

The  Limits  of  Sociology 
Ian  Craib 

Ever  since  Sigmund  Freud  wrote  in 
his  New  Introductory  Lectures  that 
"sociology  .  .  .  cannot  be  anything 
more  than  applied  psychology,"  the 
relationship  between  psychoanalysis 
and  social  theory  has  been  the  subject 
of  much  debate.  In  this  book,  Ian 
Craib  furthers  that  discussion  by  ex- 
amining past  attempts  to  integrate  the 
two  disciplines  and  proposing  a  new 
synthesis.  In  addition  to  exploring 
Freud's  own  writings  on  the  topic,  the 
author  analyzes  the  views  of  Christo- 
pher Badcock  and  Herbert  Marcuse, 
Talcott  Parsons  and  Erik  Erikson, 
Jiirgen  Habermas  and  Christopher 
Lasch,  Jacques  Lacan,  and  D.  W. 
Winnicott.  The  book  also  examines 
recent  feminist  approaches  to  Freud, 
most  notably  those  of  Juliet  Mitchell 
and  Nancy  Chodorow. 

For  Craib,  the  failure  to  achieve  an 
effective  synthesis  of  psychoanalysis 
and  sociology  can  be  attributed  to  the 
inherent  limitations  of  both  disci- 
plines. It  is  his  view  that  traditional 
psychoanalytic  theory  refuses  to  ac- 
knowledge the  existence  .of  social 
phenomena  separate  from  individ- 
uals, while  sociology  ignores  the  role 
of  the  irrational  in  individual  human

behavior.  To  overcome  these  limits, 
he  turns  to  object-relations  theory,  a 
contemporary  British  school  of  psy- 
choanalysis. Drawing  on  the  work  of 
Melanie  Klein  and  others,  he  argues 
that  object-relations  theory  addresses 
a  broader  range  of  social  experience 
than  does  orthodox  Freudian  psycho- 
analysis, while  at  the  same  time  tak- 
ing into  account  those  aspects  of 
human  behavior  beyond  the  reach  of 
sociological  inquiry.

Poe  in- 
jected a  strain  of  Gothic  romanticism 
into  American  verse. 

Despite  these  first  stirrings  of  an 
authentic  American  style,  the  prosody 
and  diction  of  Britain  continued  to 
dominate  American  verse  until  the 
mid-nineteenth  century.  With  the  ad- 
vent of  Emerson  and  Whitman, 
American  literature  entered  a  new  age 
of  free  verse,  broadened  subject  mat- 
ter, and  unfettered  subjectivity.  Yet 
even  as  Emerson  and  Whitman  ex- 
plored new  poetic  territory,  the  influ- 
ence of  Puritan  culture  remained
